-I WROTE ASSISTANT ATTORNEY GENERAL LEE ASKING THE JUSTICE 
DEPARTMENT TO ADVISE THE COURT OF THE STATE DEPARTMENT'S 
POSITION THAT THE ATTACHMENT TO THE SEC COMPLAINT IN THE 
BOEING CASE SHOULD REMAIN SEALED UNTIL LAW ENFORCEMENT 
CONSIDERATIONS REQUIRE DISCLOSURE OF THE AGENTS LISTED IN 
IT. I ALSO WROTE CHAIRMAN HILLS OF THE SEC URGING THAT IN 
THE FUTURE ANY SEC SUBMISSIONS LISTING FOREIGN AGENTS BE 
CODED TO AVOID PREMATURE DISCLOSURE. 
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-FELDMAN REVIEWED THE PROPOSED EXTENSION OF THE BRAZIL 
SHRIMP AGREEMENT AND CONCLUDED THAT THE AGREEMENT PRE- 
VIOUSLY CONCLUDED AS A TREATY COULD BE EXTENDED BY AN 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES FOR TWO MONTHS. THE RECENTLY ENACTED 
200-MILE BILL AUTHORIZES THE CONCLUSION OF AGREEMENTS TO 
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FACILITATE U.S. FISHING OFF THE COASTS OF OTHER COUNTRIES. 

-SCHWEBEL PREPARED ALTERNATIVE DRAFT COMMUNICATIONS WHICH 
THE U.S. MIGHT SEND THE SAUDI ARABIAN GOVERNMENT ON

AND A COVERING MEMORANDUM TO EB AND NEA INVITING THEIR

TO OUR ORIGINAL GUIDANCE, I.E., THAT THIS WAS ONE OF

HAITI-THE IGA INSPECTORS CAME IN TO REPORT THEIR 
FINDINGS ON OUR AID PROGRAM IN HAITI. THEY SUSPECT 
IT HAS PROBABLY GROWN TOO RAPIDLY WITHOUT ADEQUATE 
PLANNING. BUT THEY ADMIT THAT THEY CANNOT POINT TO 
ANY MAJOR FAULT NOW IN THE PROJECTS. THEY POINT OUT 
THAT DONORS ARE FALLING ALL OVER THEMSELVES TO PUMP 
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CHEAP MONEY INTO HAITI SINCE IT IS THE ONLY "POOREST 
OF THE POOR" IN THIS HEMISPHERE. BY NEXT YEAR TOTAL 
ASSISTANCE MAY BE $80 MILLION ANNUALLY FROM ALL SOURCES- 
THEY QUESTION WHETHER HAITI CAN ABSORB IT. WE QUESTION 
WHETHER SOME OF IT SHOULD NOT BE GOING TO OTHER 
CARIBBEAN STATES WHERE OUR POLITICAL INTERESTS ARE 
HIGHER.
